WEEKLY REPORT. 



Condition of Kentucky Crops Up 
to Monday Evening. 



Pastures continue fine. Young clover 
was never better, say some correspond- 
ents. Apples are scarce, but reaches are 
plentiful, Sweet potatoes are small and 
of poor quality. Late cabbage and tur- 
nips are a poor crop. 



The weather of the past seven days haa 
been aa favorable to all agricultural in- 
terests as any farmer could desire. 
While partly cloudy weather predomina- 
ted, yet there was plenty of sunshine to 
hasten crops to maturity. The tempera- 
ture was slightly below the normal for 
the period, but it was none too cool, and 
as tbe days were warm the chilling effects 
of the cool nights were quickly dispelled 
after sunrise. Then, too, showers were 
well distributed throughout the entire 
state. In some counties these showera 
were rather light, while in others they 
might be characterized as heavy. On the 
whole, the average rainfall for the state 
during the past week, was nearly one 
inch, which is more than the normal 
amount. 

Under these favorable weather condi 
tions, late crops were hastened to matu- 
rity. Early corn is in shock in most 
counties, and is being rapidly cut in oth- 
ers. Late corn has been greatly benefited 
by recent rains, but in some belated fields 
more rain may be needed before the crop 
is matured. All the tobacco that it 
worth housing is now hanging in the 
barn and curing nicely. Nearly all crops 
are being laid away about three weeks in 
advance of those of last season, and 
with the exception of tobacco, which 
was so badly destroyed by worms, the 
yields are close up to the average. 

WESTERN KENTUCKY. 

This section was favored with heavier 
rains than what fell in other parts. The 
average rainfall was about 1.35 inches 
Prior to thit rain, which fell Saturday, 
the ground had been too dry for plowing, 
but conditions are now somewhat im- 
proved, and considerable plowing will be 
done this week. Early corn is all 
shocked and the crop is satisfactory. 
The late crop is much improved, and will 
be safe from possible injury from frost 
within the next two weeks. A poor crop 
of tobacco has been boused. It is now 
curing better than was expected. Pas- 
tures and grastes are much improved. 
Applet are falling badly. Peaches are 
plentiful, though small and knotty. 

CENTRAL KENTUCKY. 

Very little plowingfhas been done ow- 
ing to tbe dry weather, and more rain 
will be needed before much can be done 
except in counties which were more 
bountifully treated with the raint of last 
week than others. All crops, except late 

rn, are made. Corn is in shock, and 
with few exceptions, all correapondentt 
pronounce it a good crop. Late corn it 
maturing rapidly . Tobacco it all housed 
and it curing nicely. The crop it near 
the average. Hemp it all stacked and 
tbe crop it a good one. Sorghum making 
it in full headway, and pastures are fair 
to good. Fruita are poor. Turnlpa are 
poor. Late cabbage it dettroyed by bugt

Wo used to have sc 
Un Connecticut, but 
of the tailoring men there are'ldle and 
those who are at work are running on 
abort pay and abort hour* and they are 
living very economically. We used to 
•ell vast quantities of Nebraska, Kan- 
sas and Iowa farm produce to the labor- 
ing men of New Jersey, but 40 per cent, 
of them are Idle and New Jersey don't 
buy half as much as they used to. Forty- 
three out of every 100 laboring men in 
New York are out of a job and they 
are not eating and living high to-day 
as they were when Benjamin Harrison 
woe president. 

No one knows better than a New 
York or New Jersey woman how to 
prepare a meal for a hungry man, but 
how can a woman preporc a meal, unless 
tbe material is provided, nnd how can 
the kitchen of the house be supplied 
unless the man of the house Is employed, 
drawing regular wages so that the gro- 
cery man is sure of the payment of bis 
monthly bills? 

History will record this great demo- 
cratic panic but no historian will ever 
be able to tell all the sorrow and heart- 
ache that th< 
during these years, because the wants 
of the home were unsuppllod. 

The fields of the west have yielded 

a abundant supply of food, but the 
children in these eastern cities are hun- 
gry because father had no work and no 
money to buy food. Senator Stewart, 
the milllonuise silver mine owner of 
Nevada.stood on the same platform with 
the silver candidate from Nebraska, and 
told the people of northern New York 
that what the country needed was a 
greater per capita circulation of silver 
dollars. But the hungry children of 
New York, while they looked with great 
curiosity at the boy candidate for presi- 
dent and at the venerable whltebearded 
silver king from Nevada, could not help 
thinking all the time that what they 
needed was a greater per capita circula- 
tion of bread nnd meat. The silver king 
pleaded for the product, of his mine. 
"What you wnnt." said he, 'Is to coin 
my silver into dollars.': But the idle 
workingtnen who heard him could not 
help thinking that what they wanted 
was n, chance to coin their muscle into 
a check each week that would give them 
credit at the grocery store. 

No doubt some of these idle men were 
pleased with the plausible stories of 
the silver king and his candidate, but 
they know on second thought that this 
free coinage talk frightens the indus- 
tries of the east, that the ejection of 
Bryan will prolong the suspense while 
this new financial experiment is ir 
process, and they would rather trus< 
the judgment of the men who own and 
manage the industries in New York 
than to trust the men who own and 
manage the silver mines of Nevada. 
When the owners of industries see that 
the country Is to be put on a safe finan- 
cial basis, then they wiT 
industries and put the 
work. When that is done the wealth 
of food products from these 
states will begin to move forward to- 
ward the food-consuming east, and then 
t here will be good times. 

What the farmer needs is not an in- 
crease in the per capita circulation 
of the silver mine product, but an In- 
crease in the per capita circulation and 
consumption of the farm product. The 
per capita consumption of corn in 1802 
was over 30 bushels. In 1993 it was 
only 16 bushels. In 1802 the. per cap- 
tta consumption of wheat was 3.91 bush- 
els, but In 1894 it had fallen to 3.41 bush- 
els. The western farmer has lost half 
his customers, and his corn and wheat 
are dead property. Put life into dead 
Industries and that will start the cir- 
culation of agricultural products. 

The silver king may plead for his 
mine and the silver candidate may ad- 
vocate its cause eloquently, but the 
truth is written on the wall that farm 
products cannot circulate and have 
value while labor industries are pros- 
trated, and prostrated industries can- 
not rise so long as a policy Is threat- 
ened which is against the judgment of

RICH GOLD FIND

Nkw Bedford, Mass., Sept. 10.— Let- 
ters received in this city from the arc- 
tic whaling fleet, in winter quarters at 
Ilerachell Island, report an unusually 
thrilling experience in the winter and 
spring. I 

There were 13 ships 'there, with a 
total colony of about 500 souls. Early 
In the fall reports of rich finds of gold 
In the Yukon valley created discontent 
nmong the crews and desertions fol- 
lowed as early as November. 

In the first attempt two Germans ran 
away to walk to Han Francisco, but 
gave it up and came back five days 
after the start. In January seven more 
deserted.-, but were brought back in 
Irons, but three escaped in a pitched 
battle with rifles. 

About the middle of March 12 more 
deserted and were pursued by M ofll- 
cers and sailors. The deserters pil- 
laged the native settlements and ter- 
rorized the Indians, who fled to 'In- 
flect for protection. The pursuers over- 
took the deserters and a battle ensued 
In which 40 or 50 shots were exchanged. 
The pursuit was then given up.

SUNDAY LIQUOR LAW. 

Clrrnlt Judge Bishop Randars a Decision 
Declaring It Unconstitutional. 

Padvcah. Ky., Sept 10.— Circuit 
Judge Bishop rendered a decision iu 
the appeal case of the city of Pa- 
dueah vs. Charles King. The facta 
in the case are that about a year ago 
King, who runa a saloon, was war- 
ranted in the police court ou the charge 
of violating the Sabbath. Judge 
Sanders held that the statute relative 
to the penalty for the sale of liquor* 
on Sunday by saloon keepers was un- 
constitutional, because it discriminated 
betweou classes. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Reeves appealed the King case to 
the circuit court for the purpose of 
testing it. Judge Bishop hoard the 
arguments and decided that the law 
was unconstitutional. 

With this case as a basis and with 
the supposition that the law was un- 
constitutional, the city of Paducah 
filed a suit against King and his bonds- 
men to recover the amount of the bond 
he gave the city when he was granted 
license by the council. This suit has 
not been decided and it is still pend- 
ing in the circuit court. The case de- 
cided Wednesday will no doubt be car- 
ried to the court of appeals.
